Whereupon Mr. King was declared unanimously elected Speaker, 
pro tempore^ for this House, during the present session of the General 
Assembly. 

Mr. Noland, from the select committee, appointed to dmft nilea 
for the government of this House, reported the rules established by 
the House of Representatives for its government at the session of 
1834 and 1835, for the government of this House— which are as fol- 
lows:

ARTICLE I.— OF THE HOUSE. 

Sec. 1. Any ten members, (including the Speaker, if there be one) 
shall be a sufficient number to call a House, send for and compel the 
attendance of absent members, and make an order for their censure 
or fine; and a majority of all the members elected shall constitute a 
quorum to do business, but the Speaker and any five members, shall 
Mi a sufficient number to adjourn. 

Si;c. 2. No member shall absent ^ himself from the service of the 
House^ unless he have leave or be sick, and unable to attend. 

Sec. 3. Upon a call of the House, the names of the members shall 
be called over alphabetically, and the absentees noted; irfter which 
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the names of the absentees "shall again be called over, and those who 
do not appear, may be sent for and taken into custody, wherever to 
1)9 found by the Sergeant at Arms or special messenger to be ap- 
pointed. 

Sec. 4. When a member shall be discharged from custody and ad- 
mitted to his seat, the House shall determine whether such discharge 
shall be with or without fees; and in like manner, whether a delin- 
quent member taken into custody by a special messenger, shall or 
shall not be liable to defray the expense of such special messenger. 

ARTICLE II.— OF THE SPEAKER. 

Sec. 1. The Speaker shall take the chair precisely at the hour to 
which the House shall have adjourned on the preceding day, and 
immediately call the members to order. 

Sec. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; may speak to points 
of order in preference to other members, rising from his seat for that 
purpose, and shall decide questions of order subject to an appeal to 
the House by any two members, on which appeal no member shall 
speak more than once, unless by leave of the House. 

Sec 3. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. 

Sec. 4. He shall examine and correct the journal before it is read. 
He shall have a general direction and superintendence of the Hall. 
He shall have a right to substitute any member to perform the duties' 
of the chair, but such substitution shall not extend beyond an ad» 
joumment. 

Sec. 5. He shall sign all acts, joint resolutions and addresses; 
and all writs, warrants or subpoenas, issued by order of the House, 
shall be under his hand and seal, attested by the clerk. 

Sec. 6. In cases of disturbance or disorderly conduct in the lob- 
by or galleries, he shall have power to order the same to be cleared. 

Sec 7. The House may at any time elect a speaker pro tem., 
who during the session in which he is chosen, shall exercise the of-» 
fice of Speaker during the sickness or absence of the Speaker. 

' ARTICLE III— OF THE CLERKS AND OTHER OFFICERS. 

Ssc. 1. The House shall, at the commencement of each session, 
find as often as may be necessary, elect a clerk of the House; as 
niany engrossing and enrolling clerks as may be deemed necessary; 
a doorkeeper, and a sergeant at arms, who shall hold their offices im- 
til the end of the session in which they shall be elected, unless soon- 
er removed by a vote of the majority of the member's present; shall 
respectively take an oath to support the Constitution of the United 
States, and of this State, and faithfully to demean themselves in of- 
fice, and keep the secrets ot the House, which oath shall be adminis- 
tered by the Speaker. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the House to attend th« 
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House during its sittings, to keep and make out its journals, and sea- 
sonably to record all its proceedings; to make out and transmit all 
messages, communications, copies of papers and documents to be 
sent to the Senate; to keep under the direction of the Speaker, reg- 
ular files of the papers of the House; to attest all writs, warrants 
and subpoenas issued by order of the House; to keep an account of 
all fines imposed, and of the attendance and travelling allowance of 
members:. to superintend the purchase and preservation of books 
and stationery lor the use of the House. He shall (under the direc- 
tion of the Speaker) keep a docket of proceedings on all bills, resolu- 
tions and acts, and shall execute the commands of the House from 
time to titne. 

Sfic. 3. It shall be the duty of the engrossing and enrolling 
clerks, respectively, seasonably to engross, or enroll, (as the case 
may be) in a fair round hand, all bills, resolutions, and acts of the 
House, or of both Houses, delivered to them for that! purpose; and 
from time to time execute the commands of the House, or such com- 
mittee as may be appointed on engrossed or enrolled bills. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the doorkeeper to attend the sit- 
tings of the House; he shall have the custody and care of the hall 
and furniture of the House during the session, subject to the order 
of the Speaker; shall furnish water for the use of the members; shall 
make and keep on fires when required, and superintend the purchase 
of fuel and necessary utensils; shall permit no person to come or re- 
main within the bar, only such as are admitted by the rules and orders 
of the House; he shall announce all messages and communications 
from the Governor or Senate, and admit the bearer within the bar; 
he shall from time to time execute the commands of the Speaker in 
relation to his duties, and to the arrangement and regulation of the 
hall and shall obey such other orders as may be made by the House. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the Sergeant at Arms to attend 
the House during its sitting, to execute the commands of the House 
from time to time, together with all such process issued by authority 
thereof as shall be directed to him by the Speaker; his fees shall be, 
for every arrfest two dollars, for each day's custody and releasement, 
one dollar, and for travelling expenses of himself or a special mes- 
senger going and returning, ten cents per mile, to be paid out of the 
contingent mnd of the House. 

ARTICLE IV— OF COMMITTEES.

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the committee on the Judiciary, 
to take into consideration and report all such matters, reports and 
propositions, touching the judges, the courts, or the judicial depart- 
ment of the government, as may be referred to them by the house; 
to examine into the laws regulating judicial proceedings and the 
times and places of holding courts, and the fees of Qfficers of courts, 
and from time to time report such provisions and arrangements as 
may be necessary to improve the administration of justice, and the 
accountability oi the officers of the several courts, and to regulate 
their fees. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the committee of Ways and Means 
to take into consideration all such reports and propositions relating 
to the treasury of the state, as may be referred to them by the 
house; to inquire into the state of the public debt, finances, the rev- 
enue q.nd expenditure of the state, and report from time to tin^e their- 
opinion thereon, to examine into the state of the several public de- 
partments, and particularly into the laws making appropriations of 
money, and report whether the monies have been disbursed conform- 
ably to such la\vs, and report from time to time such provisions and 
arrangements as may be necessary, touching the public debt, the fi- 
nances, revenue and expenditures, the appropriation of public mon- 
ies, or which may add to the economy of the departments and the 
accountability of their officers. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the committee on Criminal Jurist 
prudence to take into consideration all matters, reports and proposi- 
tions touching the laws for the arrest, trial and punishment of offend- 
ers and the discipline and government of the Penitentiary, — ^and 
firom time to time report such provisions and arrangements as may. 
be necessary Jto improve the administration of criminal justice, 
and to secure the just accountability of the officers concerned 
therein. 

Sec 5. It shall be the duty of the committee on Claims to take 
into consideration aU such petitions and matters or thin«B referred to 
them, touching claims and demands on the state, as shaa be referred 
to them by the house, and report their opinion thereon, together 
with such bUls and propositions for relief therein as to them shall 
seem expedient. 
Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the committee on the Militia, to 
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take into consideration all such petitions, matters and things touch- 
iQg the Militia, as may be referred to them; and to examine the laws 
relating to the Militia, and from time to time report their opin- 
ions thereon; report such bills and propositions as to them snail 
seem expedient for the well organizing, governing, arming, disciplin- 
ing and regulating the militia. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of the committee on Internal' Im- 
provements, to take into consideration all petitions, matters and 
things referred to them, touching roads, canals, navigable waters, or 
other internal improvements; to examine the laws in relation thereto, 
and report their opinion thereon, together with such bills and propo- 
sitions for promoting and encouraging internal improvements, as they 
may deem expedient. 

Sec, 8. It shall be the duty of the committee on the Permanent 
Seat of Government, to take into consideration all petitions, reports, 
matters and things referred to them, touching the seat of govern- 
ment, and the regulation thereof, to examine all laws in relation 
thereto, and report their opinions thereon, together with such bills 
and propositions touching^the same as they may deem expedient. 

Sec. 9. It shall be the duty of the committee of Elections, to 
examine and report upon the certificates' of election or other cre- 
dentials of the members returned to serve in this House;* to exam- 
ine all laws regulating elections, and report such alterations and a- 
meitdments as they may deem necessary, and to take into considera- 
tion all such petitions and other matters touching elections and re- 
turns as shall be presented or come in question, and be referred to 
them by the House. 

Sec 10. It shall be the duty of the committee on Education, to 
take into consideration all petitions and matters referred to them, 
relating to a university, schools, and the lands granted for their sup- 
port; to inquire into the situation of the lands appropriated for the 
support of schools and a university, and of the funds arising there- 
from, and report their opinions thereon, together with such bills and 
propositions as they may deem expedient; for preserving the said 
lands from waste and damage, for the renting, leasing or improTe^ 
ment, or other disposition thereof, and for applying the funds arising 
therefrom, to the establishment and support of schools, and a univer- 
sity, for the encouragement of the means of education and promo- 
tion of literature, pursuant to the terms of the grant made by the U. 
States, and the constitution of this State. 

Sec. 11. It shall be the duty of the committee on the Public Sa- 
lines to take into consideiation all petitions and matters referred to 
tiiern relating to salt springs, and the lands adjoining the same, select- 
ed for the tfee of the State; to inquire into the situation of the salt 
springs, and the lands appropriated for the use of the Salines, -and of 
the ftinds arising therefrom, and report their opinions thereon, togeth- 
er with such bills and propositions as they may deem expedient for 
preserving the said salines and lands from injury, waste* atul 
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damage; for the renting, leasing, improying or other disposition 
thereof and for the ajiphcation of the funds arising therefrom, and 
generally to promote the proper management and preservation of 
the salines and lands, and the funds arising therefrom. 

Sec. 12* It shall be the duty of the committee on Justices of the 
Peace, to take into consideration all petitions and matters referred to 
them, relating to justices of the peace, and proceeding before them, 
and their powers and duties; to examine all laws relatmg to proceed- 
ings before justices of the peace, their powers and duties, and to re- 
port their opinions thereon, together with such bills and propositions 
for the better regulation thereof; and to promote the administration 
of justice, as they deem expedient. 

Sec. 13. It shall be the duty of the committee on revised and un- 
finished business, to examine and report what laws are near expiring, 
and require to be revised or continued, and what matters were de- 
pending and unfinished at the session preceding, or have been post- 
poned or referred to the session then commenced. 

Sec. 14. It shall be the duty of the committee of accounts, to 
superintend and control the contingent expenditures of the House, 
and to audit and settle all accounts of contingent expenses; and to 
audit the accounts of the members for their travel to and from the 
seat of government, and their attendance in the House, and deliver 
their report to the clerk. 

Sec. 15. It shall be the duty of the committee on engrossed bills^ 
or any one of them, to examine all bills ordered to be engrossed, to 
correct all clerical, orthographical, or grammatical errors, to arrange 
the punctuation, before they are delivered to the engrossing clerk for 
engrossment; to examine all engrossed bills before they are re- 
turned to the House to be read a third time; carefully compare them 
with the bill as delivered to the clerk; correct any errors, if practi- 
cable, without de&cing the bill, and deliver the same to the Clerk of 
the House, with the words "truly engrossed," endorsed thereon, 
signed by a member of the committee. 

Sec. 16. All .select committees shall consist of three members, un- 
less otherwise ordered by the House. 

Sec. 17. All committees, unless otherwise specially ordered, shall 
be appointed by the Speaker. 

Sec. 18. No committee shall sit during the sitting of the House, 
without special leave. 

ARTICLE v.— ON BILLS, &c. 

Sec. 1. Every bill shall be introduced by motion for leave, or by 
order of the House, or the report of a committee; one days notice 
at least shall be given of a motion for leave to bring in a bill, and the 
member giving such notice shall state concisely the leading objects of 
the bill, for the information of the House, which motion may be com- 
mitted. 
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Sec. 3. Every bill shall receive three several readings, on three 
different days previous to its passage, unless two thirds of the House 
shall dispense with this rule. 

Sec. 3. Every order, resolution, or vote, to which the concurrence 
of the Senate shall be necessary, except for an adjournment, shall be 
read and laid on the table, one day at least, before its passage, unless 
the House shall previously dispense with this rule. 

Sec. 4. The first reading of a bill shall be for information, and if 
opposition be made to it, the question shall be, ^^ shall this bill be re- 
jected?" If no opposition be made, or if the question to reject be 
negatived, the bill shall go to its second reading without a question. 

Sec. 5. Upon the second reading of a bill, the Speaker ^all state 
that it is ready for commitment or engrossment; and if committed, 
then the question shall be whether to a select or standing committee, 
or a committee of the whole house; if to a committee of the whole 
house, it shall be committed generally, and taken up in order; and 
every bill of more than one page of manuscript shall be printed as 
matter of course, unless otherwise ordered by the House— bills re- 
ported by the Revisors excepted, but if it be ordered to be engrossed, 
the House shall appoint on what day it. shall be read a third time. 

Sec. 6. All bills ordered to be engrossed, shall be executed in a 
fair round hand. 

Sec. 7. Any bill, or other matter, may be recommitted at any time 
before its passage. 

Sec. 8. When a bill or joint resolution passes, it shall be certified 
by the Clerk; noting the day of its passage at the foot thereofl^ 

Sec. 9.. Petitions, memorials, and other papers, addressed to the 
General Assembly, or the House, shall 'be presented by the Speaker, 
or by a member m his place; a brief statement of the contents there^ 
of shall be verbally made by the introducer, and shall be read by the 
Clerk, unless the reading be dispensed with. 

Sec. 10. If a motion be made to refer a petition, memorial^ or 
paper, to a standing committee, it shall be so ordered by the Speaker, 
without a question, unless such reference be objected to« 

ARTICLE VI.-OF THE ORDER OF THE BUSINESS OF 

THE DAY. 

Sec. 1 On the appearance of a quorum th6 journal of the prece- 
ding day shall be read. , . 

Sec. 3. After the journal are relad, business shall be disposed of 
in the following order: 

Petitions, memorials, and remoAstrancef . 

Reports from standing committees. 

Reports from select committees. 

Propositions and moti^His,

Sec. 3. The Speaker shall on each day announce to the House the 
business in order, agreeably to the preceding rule; and no business 
shall be taken up or considered until the class to which it belongs 
shall be declared to be in order; but communications from the Gov- 
ernor may be read, and reports from the committee of enrollments 
received iat any time^ and the unfinished business in which the House 
was engaged at the last preceding adjournment, shall have preference 
of the orders of the day. 

ARTICLE Vn.— OF PROCEEDING, DECORUM & DEBATE. 

Sec. 1. When any member is about to. speak in debate, or deliver 
any matter to the House, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully 
address himself to " Mr. Speaker," shall confine himself to the ques- 
tion under debate, and avoid personality. 

Sec. 2. When two or more members rise at once, the Speaker 
shall name the member who is first to speak, the others rising, having 
the preference next to speak. 

Sec. 3. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be handed 
to the chair, and read aloud by the Clerk before debated. 

Sec. 4. No motion shall be stated or debated until it is ' seconded;: 
and when stated by the Speaker or read by the Clerk, shall be deem- 
ed in possession oi the House, but may be withdrawn at any time 
iefore a decision or amendment. 

Sec. 5. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the Speaker 
or any member desire it. 

Sec. 6, No new motion or proposition shall be admitted under 
color of amendment, as a substitute for the motion or proposition 
under debate. 

Sec. 7. When a question is tinder debate, no motion shall be re- 
ceived, but to adjourn, to lie on the table, for the previous question, 
to postpone indefinitely, to postpone to a day within the session, to 
commit or amend. 

Sec. 8. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, unless a 
memmber is speaking, and be decided without debate, and no mem- 
ber shall leave his seat until the result is declared. 

Sec. 9. The previous question shall be in this form: "'Shall the 
main question be now put?" It shall only be admitted when de- 
manded by two-thirds of the members present, and until it is decided, 
shall preclude all amendment and furtiier debate, and shall be deci- 
ded without debate. ^ , 

Sec. 10. Any riiember may call for a division of the question- 
where the sense will admit of it. 
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Sec. 11. a motion for an amendment, until decided, shall preclude 
all further amendment on the main question. 

Sec. 12. Motions and reports may be committed at the pleasure 
of the House. 

Sec. 13. When the reading of a paper is called for, and the same 
is objected to by any member, it shall be determined by a vote of tiie 
House. 

Sec. 14. No member shall speak more than twice on the same 
question, without leave of the House, nor more than once, until every 
member chosing to speak shall have spoken. 

Sec. 15. No member shall name another member in debate. 

Sec. 16. If any member in speaking or otiicrwise, sliall tran •repress 
the rules of the House, the Speaker shall, and any member may, call 
to order: in which case, the member so called to order, slvAl iinme- ' 
diately sit down, unless, permitted to explain, and the House shall, if 
appealed to, decide on the case, but without debate. If there be no 
appeal, the decision of the chair shall be submitted to. If the deci- 
sion be in favor of the member called to order, he shall be at liberty 
to proceed; if otherwise, and the case require it, he shall be liable to 
the censure of the House. 

Sec 17. All questions shall be propounded in the order in which 
they were moved, except privileged questions, and in 611ing up blanks, 
the largest sum and longest time shall be first put. 

Sec. 18. Whilst the Speaker is putting any question, or addressing 
the House, none shall walk out or across the house, nor in such case, 
or when a member is speaking, or thie journals reading, shall enter- 
tain private discourse, nor whUst a memember is speaking, shall pass 
between him and the chair. 

Sec 19. Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, to wit: — 
'* As many as are of opinion that (as the case may be) say aye," and 
after the affirmative voice is expressed, " as many as are of the con- 
trary opinion say no." If the Speaker doubts, or a division is called 
for, the House shall divide; those in the affirmative of the question 
shall first rise from their seats, and afterwards those in the negative; 
if the Speaker still doubts, or a count be required, the Speaker shall 
name two members, one from each side, to tell those in the affirm- 
tive, which being reported, he shall name two others, one from each 
side, to tell those in the negative, which, being also reported, he shall 
rise and state the decision of the House. 

Sec 20. No member shall vote on any question, in the event of 
which he is immediately or particularly interested, or in any case in 
which he was pres^n, when the question was put. 
^ Sec 21. Every member who shall be in the House .when a ques- 
tion is put, shall give his note, unless the House for special rea3ons 
shall excuse him, and no member without the bar shall vote or be 
counted on a division. 

Sec 22. When a question is postponed indefinitely, the same shall 
not be acted upon again during the session. 
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Sec. S3. When a motion has once been made and carried in the 
affirmative or negative, it shaD be in order for any member who voted 
on that side which prevailed, to move for a reconsideration thereof 
on the same day, or within diree days, but.not thereafter, nor at any 
time after the paper on which the vote passed is out of the possession 
of the House, or the vote shall hare been communicated to uie Senate. 

Sec* 24. The yeas and nays on any question shall be entered on 
the journals at the desire of any two members, if requested, before 
the question is put* 

Sec. 25. On taking the yeas and nays on any question, the names 
of the members shall be called alphabetically, except the Speaker, 
who shall be called last, each member shall answer from his seat, and 
the absentees noted, and the names of the absentees again called over. 

Sec 26. In all cases of elections by the Hous6, and when the yeas 
and nays are taken, tl)e Speaker shall vote; in other cases he sh'aHnot 
vote, unless the House be equally divided, or unless his vote if grven 
to the minority will make the division equal, and in case of such equal 
division, the question shall be lost. 

Sec 27. All questions relating to the priority of business to be 
acted on, shall be decided without debate. 

Sec 28. Whenever confidential communications are received from 
the Governor or Senate, the House shall be cleared of all persons: 
except the members, clerk, sergeant at arms, and doorkeeper, and so 
continued during the reading of such communications, and unless 
otherwise decided by the House, during all debates and proceedings 
to be had thereon; and when the Speaker, or any other member, shaJI 
inform the House that he has a communication to make which he 
conceives ought to be kept secret, the House shall in like manner be 
cleared till the communication be made, and the House shall then de- 
termine whether the matter communicated required secrecy or not, 
and take order accordingly* 

ARTICLE Vni-OP COMMITTEES OP THE WHOLE HOUSE 

Sec 1. It shall be a standing order throughout the session, for the 
hbuse to resolve itself into a committee of the whole house on the 
state of the republic. 

Sec 2. In forming a committee of the whole house the speaker 
shall leave his chair, and a chairman to preside in committee, who 
shall be appointed by the speaker. 

Sec 3* Upon a bill being committed to a committee of the whole 
house, the same shall be first read throughout by the clerk, and then 
again read and debated by clauses, leaving the preamble to be last 
considered; after report, the bill shall again be subject to debate and 
amended by clauses before a question for engrossing be taken. 

Sec 4. All ajnendments made to an original motion in committee, 
shall be incorporated with the motion and so reported. 

Sec- 5'. All amendments made to a rieport, resolution or ether 
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matter committed to a committee of the whole house, Khali be noted 
and reported as in case of bills. 

Sec. 6. The rules of proceeding in the house shall be observed 
in committee of the whole house as far as they are aplicable,'ezcept 
that limiting the time of speaking. 

Sec 7. A majority of all the members elected shall be a quorum 
to do business. And if at any time a sufficient number shall not be 
present in committee of the whole the committee shall rise, th& 
speaker resume the chair, and the chairman report the cause of the 
rising of the committee. 

Sec. 8. A motion for the rising of a committee of the whole, shall 
always be in order, unJ ess a member is speaking,, and to be decided 
without debate. 

ARTICLE IX— OF ADMISSION WITHIN THE HALL. 

Sec. 1. No person except members of the Senate and their Sec- 
retary, the Governor, Lieutenant Governor, Judges of the supreme 
and circuit courts, and the secretary of state, attorney general, audi- 
tor of public accounts. Treasurer, Governor's private Secretary, and 
such gentlemen as have been members of either branch of the general 
assembly, and stenographers admitted by the Speaker, shall be admited 
within the hall of the house of representatives, unless by order of 
the house. 

ARTICLE X— OF AMENDING RULES, &c. 

Sec 1. No standing rule or order of the house shall be rescinded 
or changed, or new rules introduced, without one days notice of the 
motion therefor.

. The following communication was receired from the Lieutenant 
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and actfng Governor of tlie State of Missouri, by Colonel Armstrong 
McCUntock. 

Fellow-citizens of the Senate, and 

, of the House of Representatives: 

* 

In consequence of the resignation of that highly esteemed and 
vaiued public officer, the late Governor of Missouri, which took 
place on th# thirtieth of September last, the functions of the Execu- 
tive since that period have devolved on me by virtue of my office as 
Lieutenant Governor of the State. As such it becomes my duty to 
present to you a view of the condition of the affairs of the State, 
and to recommend to your consideration such measures as may be 
deemed necessary to promoie our prosperity and happiness. 

Being so recently called upon to administer the Government, many 
things may escape my attention, as well in relation to those that 
have occurred since the last session of the General Assembly, as to 
those matters that should be specially presented for your deliberation. 

Our State continues rapidly to advance in population; the tide of 
emigration which has been flowing westward, brings With it an in- 
creased and increasing accession of wealth, intelligence, and virtue^ 
and Missouri bids fair, at no distant period, to hold an exalted rank 
among her sisters of t^e confederacy. The value of every species 
of property has been . greatly enhanced ; our farmers have reaped 
bountiful crops; labor of every description commands a high price, 
and the blessings of health have been enjoyed by our population ta 
an unexampled degree; whilst peace and plenty reign throughout our 
borders. With the finest lands for agriculture, and our great mine- 
rat resources, it needs only an enterprise commensurate with §uch 
advantages, to make us a rich and happy people. For these accu- 
mulated blessings we cannot fail to express our gratitude, and trust 
that the efforts of judicious legislation may co-operate in extending 
and rendering beneficial the gifts of a bounteous Providence. Allow 
me here to say, that the prosperity of our own State is not the on^y 
cause for congratulation; the condition of the citizens of our sister 
States, is greatly advancing in wealth and improvements; and in this 
happy state of affairs, is to be seen the effect of an untiring z;eal on 
thi'part of the present worthy Chief Magistrate of the Union; one 
who has devoted a long life to the service of his country, both civil 
and military; whose stern virtue, honest heart, and wise head, have 
been conducting our federal government to its present elevated and 
enviable height. We have been, during his administration, struck 
with wonder and astonishment at the rapidity with which one grand 
stroke of public policy was succeeded by another; we have barely 
had time to express oiir approbation of one great measure, before it 
was followed by another and another in such ,rapid succession that 
the brilliancy of the last sfeemed to shed a lustre on those which pre- 
ceded it. He is shortly to retire firom that station which hehasfilkd

with so much credit to himself and honor to his country; let ns m- 
dulge the hope, that his mantle will descend upon his successor, and 
our federal government be advanced, step by step, until it reaches 
the summit of human wisdom. 

The fiscal affairs of the State, will in proper time be laid before 
you, by the Auditor of Public Accounts and State Treasurer accord- 
mg to their respective duties; by which you will find the amount of 
revenue paid into the Treasury during the two fiscal years ending 
the SQth September 1 836, was $134,1 89 32, and the exp^ditures for 
the same time were $136,013 66, being an excess of expenditureg 
over that of receipts of $1,824 24, In the amount of expenditures 
however are included $8,333 33, for building jail an4 penitentiary 
and the further sum of $6,413 89 appropriated by special acts of the 
last General Assembly to which *may bc% added $25,000, for the pay 
of the last General Assembly a sum over the ordinary expenses o 
that body. Deducting these sums from the amount of the expendi- 
tures, it will leave a balance in favor of the receipts of the last two 
jSscal years of $37,921,93. 

The State debt on the 1st of October 1834, was $48,526 11, of 
which $25,621 31, including principal and interest were owing to the 
Semin^ fund; the balance of 22,904 80 being due the Saline iund. 
Since which time there have been borrowed of the Seminary fund 
under the authority of law $10,000, and likewise the' further sum of 
$23,113 07, under an act of the General Assembly, approved 16th 
March 1835. This makes the amount of the State debt on the 1st of 
October 1836, $87,819 90, including interest $7,897 45 oti the 
amount due the Seminary fund. Deducting from this amount, owing 
W the State, the sum of $33,159 75, the balance of revenue in 4Be 
Treasury on the 1st October 1836, it will show the amount of ihe 
State debt on that day to be $54,659 32. 

In reference to the fiscal concerns of the State for the two yiai 
ending the 30th September, 1838, it may be safely calculated wt 
the receipts of revenue for the first year will be $68,000 and for toe 
second year $75,000, which with the sum in the treasury on the 1st 
pf October 1836, will make $176,159 75. Deducting from this the 
probable ordinary expenses of Government for the same time which 
may b& estimated at $103,000, there will be in the treasury on that 
day $73,159 75. "V 

The amount of the State debt on the 1st of October 1838, provi- 
ded the State retains the amount borrowed of the Seminary and Sa- 
line funds, and dpes not qreate any additiojaal loans, will be $94,661- 
08; from wtech if the balance of revenue, estimated to be in the 
treasury on that day, be deducted, it will show that the State will 
be owing at that period only $21,501 33. 

These calculations are made upon the supposition that no change 
will be niade in the present revenue law — But should a change fae- 
eieeted in the present mode of assessing property for taxation, so 
fhat all taxable property could be estimated at its fair value, it is be- 
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lieved that the state debt would be entirely liquidated in the next 
two years, provided that no extraordinary expense be incurred du- 
ring that time. To effect so desirable an object' as the uniform valu- 
ation of all taxable property, in the different counties, at a feir price, 
is a consideration of the highest importance. An mspection of the 
tax book forwarded to the Audifor's office will show the greatest in- 
,; equality in the valuation of taxable property, particularly land. — ^In 

some counties, lands of the same quality are valued fifty or one 
hundred per'cent. higher than in other counties. In some cases 
lands that would sell readily at ^10 per acre are valued at $1 50 or 
$2 00 per arcre. ^ This is unjust and shows that there is somthing 
radically wrong in the system or in its execution, and should be rem- 
edied. I would suggest, if the^ present system is continued, that the 
assessor be required to swear eveiy person owning taxable property, 
both as to the amount and value, estimated at what could be got for 
it in cash; and that the court should not allow his account for asses- 

* sing without his making oath that he had strictly complied with the 
law in the discharge of his duties. Should any person owning prop- 
erty refuse to qualify according to law, let the assessor be required 
to ^alue the same, making the price of like property in the neighbor- 
hood his standard. Other modes of remedying this evil, preferable to 

•the one I have suggested, may present themselves to you, in adopting 
^which, you may calculate on my hearty concurrence. Should such a 
law be devised and rigidly enforced, there can be but little doubt 
that the revenue of the State would be increased 20 per cent,, be- 
sides which, is of much mor^ importance, equalising the valuation of 

* property. 

Prom the view presented in the foregoing statement it will appear 
that the fiscal concerns of the State are in a prosperous condition, 
and only need the aid of some just and equitable law to insure the 
equalization of the valuation, of property to relieve the state of all 
her* debts in the course of the next two years. 

From the report of the Warden of the Penitentiary, which will in 
due time be laid before you, you will discover that the expenses of 
that institution for the two past years, exclusive of the appropriations 
for building the same and the Warden's salary have amounted to the 
sum of $1,433 84. The amount of labor done by the convicts is 
e8tin)ated a^.igix hundred and thirty six dollars and fifty nine cents, 
and the worth of the articles on hand belonging to the institution is 
estimated at f 544, leaving a balance against the institution of two 
hundred and fifty titiree dollars and twenty five cents. 

Permit tne to recommend the several suggestions contained in this 
report to your consideration, and that the necessary provisions be 
jnade by law to carry them into effect, especially in relation to the 
employment of the convicts, and the compensation of overseers and 
guards. By the provisions of an act of the last General Assembly, 
the Auditor of Public Accojuints, the State Treasurer and the Attor- 
ney. General wero^ made ex-officio inspectors of the pemtentiary.

The legislature could not have intended this arrangement as a permanent 
one. I am inclined to believe that when they reflect upon the incon* 
veniences that may attend its continuance, they will not hesitate to 
repeal the provisions referred to, and in lieii thereof, provide for the 
appointment and compensation of suitable and competent persons, 
as inspectors, other than ofiicers of the government. To assist you 
m your deliberations on the subject of the Penitentiary system, our 
state library will afford you the opportiihity to avail yourselves of 
the experience of all the states of the union, th^t have adopted this 
system of punishment. 

I consider it proper to call your attention to the situation of the 
public buildings, at the seat of government. For sonjf years past, it 
has been viewed as doubtful whether it would be permitted to re- 
main at its first permanent location, as made under the provisions of 
the constitution. That doubt seems for the present and many years 
to come, to be put to rest. The natural inquiry then is, what shall 
be done by you in relation to it, consistent with the interest of the 
State? Many other recommendations might be made, but I will sub- 
mit only a few, of those most prominent. The first is not of a local 
character, but is one that must necessarily tend to the general ad- 
vantage and interest of the community. The house now used by 
the General Assembly as a place for their deliberations, particularly 
that part used as the hall of the House of Representatives is too 
contracted to afford even the comfort necessary to the preservation 
of the health of the members or the accommodation requisite to a 
proper discharge of their duties, much le§s to afford the people an 
opportunity of witnessing the proceedings of their representatives. 
The constitution requires that the doors of each house should be 
kept open, except in cases which may require secrecy. 

The arrangement of the hall of the House of Representalives in 
consequence of its contracted size, affords so small a space for the 
accommodation of spectators that it may be considered as virtually 
legislating with closed doos. It is therefore recommended as expe- 
dient and proper, that an appropriation be made for the purpose of 
building a house for your deliberations. In addition to the fact that 
the present house is now too small for the number of members, it is 
expected that the number will be increassed by the organization of 
new counties at your present session, and in all probabSjity bjr the 
apportionment of representation. I will remark in addition, as to 
the necessity of such a building, that the offices of Secretary of 
State and Auditor of Public Accounts, together with the state Library, 
are now under the roof of the building occupied as a state house, 
and are far from being safe, for at no point of time, can it be said 
that they are secure from fire, by accident or otherwise. Should you ^ 
authorise the building of a State House, it is recommended that it be 
(ire proof and contain the necessary accommodations for all the pub- 
lic offices of the state required to be kept at the seat of government. 
In the event of your, determining to do«o, it would perhaps be ne- 
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cessary for you to take some steps for the disposition- of the house 
now used by you, the proceeds of which if sold, might be placed in 
aid of the erection of such building. It is also submitted whether it 
would not be better tp dispose of the house used as the residence of 
the Governor and aj^ropriate the proceeds to the erection of anoth- 
er, at some, at present, more elligible point, less public and the 
grounds .more extensive thau those now afforded adjacent to the pre- 
sent building; this property, it is thought, will sell for a much greater 
sum than it originally cost, dnd another might be erected on public 
lots that would answer better for the residence of a family. 

In consequence of the increased demand for lots in the city of 
Jefferson, I would recommend a provision by law for the farther 
sales of themf and it is submitted whether it would not be advanta- 
geous, that the proceeds of such sales should be appropriated to the im- 
provement of the streets immediately adjacent, to, and surrounding 
the public property; that there is a necessity for such improvement 
is evident, aud your attention is therefore particularly called to that 
subject. If there should be a surplus, after making such improve- 
ments it might be appropriated to assist in the improvement of oth- 
er streets leading to the public buildings, or appropriated towards 
the erection of a state house. 

The offices of warden of tfie penitentiary and commissioner ot 
the permanent seat of government ai'e now consolidated in that, of 
the former; and the duties incongruous and in many particulars ardu- 
ous, cannot be performed well by the same person. It is therefore 
recommended, that you make a provision for the appointment of a 
commissioner of the seat of government with an adequate salary. 
This will be rendered the more necessary should you determine it 
proper to erect a state house. 

The incorporation of a Banking Company is at this time a subject 
of engrossing importance. Though monied monopolies may justly 
be regarded as anti-republican in their spirit and tendency, it may yet 
be resonably doubted whether they are not so intewoven with the 
business and interests of the people, as to render their immediate 
abandonment productive of great inconvenience, if not totally im- 
practicable. No one can be more deeply impressed than myself, 
with the necessity of enlarging the basis of our specie circulation, so 
th^t it may constitute a very large porportion of the entire currency of 
the country. Much more can be effected to proimote this desirable 
end by the action of the General Government, than by any policy 
which the states may see fit to adopt. The immense revenue which 
is constantly flowing into the federal treasury, through the land offi- 
ces and custom houses, enables it to wield a powerful influence in 
determining the character of our circulatieg medium. But to ensure 
the entire success of the plan, it is nccessarry that the statefS shbukL 
co-operate in the great work, and it will be for those who favor this 
policy to determine whether it will be better promoted by the estalh 
lishment of a State bank, than by depending on the issues of foreign 
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. corporations, not amenable to our laws, nor subject to any regula- 
tions and restrictions which our Legislature might desiixj to impose. 
It is obvious that we cannot return, unaided hj legislation, to a pure 
specie currency; we must depend on the notes of foreign banks, and 
those notes will continue to form a large proportion of our circula- 
ting medium. Might we not then be better enabled to guard this 
currency against depreciation, and to promote the important object, 
which seems to be the policy of the present administration of our 
federal government; of increasing the amount of specie and causing 
all the minor monied transactions of society to be performed with 
gold and silver, by the establishment of a sound, well restricted and 
specie paying State Bank? This interesting question, it is for the 
wisdom of the assembled Representatives of the people to determine. 
I am sensible that there are difficulties which embarrass either course 
which you may think proper to adopt. It is certainly highly impor- 
tant that any bank which may be established should possess the con- 
fidence of the people; that there is a great prejudice among many 
well informed citizens against any and every species of paper money, 
is also true. It will therefore be extremely desirable, that the char- 
ter of the bank should be so framed as to conciliate the good opinion 
of all classes of society. The liability of the institution may be so 
fixed as effectually to prevent any loss to the holders of its notes, 
and at the same time such a course could be given to its direction and 
management, as to secure the entire confidence of the community at 
large. * 

I would therefore recommend the establishment of a State Bank, 
with a capital to the extent allowed by the constitution, and, that 
the nett profit which may accrue to the State should be applied to 
the payment of the current expenses of its government so as to re- 
lieve tne people from taxation. To enable the State to procure the 
necessary capital, let scrip be issued, redeemable at her option, at 
any time after twenty, and not exceeding fifty years, and bearing an 
interest not above five per cent., which scrip can be taken by the bank 
and disposed of for the benefit of the State, at such times and in 
such portions as the exigencies of the bank may 'require. In addi- 
tion to this, the portion -of the surplus revenue of the General Gov- 
ernment, which, by an act passed at the last session of Congress, is 
now subject to the disposal of this State, together with the Semina- 
ry and Saline funds, might be advantageously invested in the •sajfne 
way. The restrictions which it would be necessary to insert in its 
charter, in order to render the institution safe, and at the same time 
make it an agent in promoting the prosperity of our citizens and in- 
creasing the facilities of our commerce, will readily suggest them- 
selves to the wisdom of the Legislature. Allow me to suggest the 
I)ropTiety of restricting it in the denomination of its notes to none 
ess than f 10, and after a limited time to bills of the denomination. 
o( $20;^uch a provision will be in accordance with the, almost ufiii- 
venal feeling of the citizens both of this and the other states, who 
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are in favor of a hard money currency, for all the minor and ordina- 
ry transactions of busmess. It will insure to the farmer and me- 
chanic a just reward for his labor, and will infuse a healthful vigor in- 
to all the larger operations of the commercial community. The 
states of Massachusetts and Maine, of New York, New Jersey and 
Ohio, and doubtless, several others w^hose enactments have not come 
under my observation, have already adopted this wise policy, and 
the efforts of the Executive of the federal government have been ex- 
erted to effect the same desirable end. It will also be proper to fit 
some limit to the proportion which the issues of the bank should bear 
to the amount of capital actually paid in. It is true that the ratio 
between the issues of the bank and the am.ount of her capital, can 
have no influence on the solvency of the institution, for the bank 
must necessarily receive an amount of value equal to that which she 
loans, whether that value consists in negotiable notes, or notes se- 
cured by landed property, the bank is equally safe, without an entire 
failure of both principal and endorser. But as the credit of a bank 
must mainly depend on the readiness .which it exhibits at all times to 
redeem its notes, that promptness will be very much facilitated by 
prohibiting the issue of more than twice the amount of its capital act- 
ually paid in, or three times the amount of specie or available funds 
on hand. The propriety of inserting some provision in the charter, 
should any be granted, to fix this limit within reasonable bounds, is 
therefore respectfully suggested. A provision in the charter requiring 
the bank to loan to the State, whenever called on by the proper au- 
thorities, any sum not exceeding five millions of dollars, at such times 
and in such portions as it may be needed, at an interest of five per 
cen. per annum, is respectfully submitted, with a view of enabling 
the State to aid her citizens in the prosecution of such objects of. 
'internal improvement as may be calculated to promote the general 
welfare. It would become necessary in the event of your establish- 
ing a- bank, to adopt measures to prevent Vvdthin our limits the circu- 
lation of all bank notes of a less denomination than those issued by 
the bank incorporated by you; the tide of emigration is in our favor, 
and as the notes of the State Bank of Missouri would be equal to 
gold and silver at home, they would be sought after in other states 
by those who in intend emigrating to this, and ' by foreigners who 
come here for the purpose of purchasing our produce. Arrange- 
ments can easily be made with eastern banks for authority to draw 
checks or post notes upon them, by which the bank could accommo-' 
date the merchants of the country with light money at a small ad- 
vance. 

Our constitution provides that there shall be but one banking com- 
pany incorporated within the limits of our State, and but one branch 
of said bank can be established at any one session of the General 
Assembly. But I imagine there is nothing to prevent the establish- 
ment of agencies of the same, at such points within our borders as 
the Legislature may deem necessary. The principal office of dia- 
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count and deposite should be located at St. Louis, with capital suffi- 
ciettt to answer the demands of that portion of the community, and 
agencies established at such other points as the public convenience 
may require, in order that the necessary banking facilities may be 
aflForded.to the different portions of the State, carefully limiting the 
number within reasonable bounds. 

I feel it my duty to call your attention to the subject of the estab- 
lishment of bank agencies within our limits by banks incorporated 
and acting under the authority of two of our sister States. The es- 
tablishment within our limits of such agencies, for banking purposes 
by banks deriving all their power and authority from other States, is 
unwarranted by any statute or constitutional law of this State or of 
the United States, and in defiance of the wishes of a great body of 
the people. I would therefore recommend, in addition to the entire 
prohibition of the circulation of their notes within our limits, such 
penal enactments as will, in the most summary manner, rid us of the 
evil; they should not be permitted within our borders to perform any 
of the functions of banking institutions, neither in loaning money or 
dealing in bills of exchange; such remedies as will be most likely to 
produce the desired effect, it will be your part to provide. As to 
the powers of the Legislature to provide the necessary remedies, I 
presume there is no doubt. 

The policy and utility of internal improvements by the States, re- 
main no longer a matter of speculation. The experiment has been 
tested, and the results have been flattering beyond the most sanguine 
hopes of its friends and advocates. So recent is the adoption of this 
system, that we all recollect when it was a subject of doubt, whether 
the state governments possessed the ability of prosecuting it succes- 
fully; yet, in the space of a few years, we see several of them mul- 
tiplying roads and canals without number; we see the unexampled 
impulse given to agriculture and commerce, and we are made to 
wonder how much has been accomplished within so short a period. 
If we would apply the incentive to industry — if we would give life 
and vigor to agriculture and commerce — if we would cheapen trans- 
portation, facilitate intercourse, and place our State upon the vantage 
ground now occupiefl by some of the other States, we must adopt a 
system of internal improvements. The adoption of every policy or 
system must have a beginning, and it appears to me that now is a 
suitable time for us to commence; and the sooner we begin, the 
sooner shall we be in the enjoyment of the advantages resultmg from 
them; the sooner will be developed those resources which nature has 
so bountifully lavished upon us. Our State being bounded on one 
side by the Mississippi, with the Missouri river running through her 
centre, and their various tributaries penetrating every section, the 
construction of canals would add but little to our interest or conve- 
nience, whilst rail roads, which cost considerably less, would not only 
shorten and cheapen transportation, but render it^ less hazardous. 
Should you concur witj;i me in the propriety of now adopting a per- 
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manent system of internal improvements, by the construction of 
rail roads, it will be for you to select among the various routes in 
eontemplation, or adopt any other which you may think would con- 
duce more to the general good. 

I will present, for your consideration, such routes for the location 
of rail roads as are deemed of greatest public utility. 

First. A route commencing at, or near, the western boundary line, 
on the south side of the Missouri river, passing through the interme- 
diate counties to Boonville, and to the City of Jelferson, thence 
through the mineral region, to terminate at some point on the Missis- 
sippi river, below where that stream is usually blocked with ice; 
and in the direction of the most direct practicable route to the contem- 
plated rail road from Charleston, South Carolina, to Cincinnati, Ohio* 

Secondly. A route commencing at, or near our western boundary, 
on the north side of the Missouri river, passing through the several 
counties bordering on or adjacent to the same, to Fayette, from thence 
to St. Charles, and the city of St. Louis to Potosi, intersecting the 
first mentioned route at the latter place. 

Thirdly. A route from some prominent point in the northern part 
of our State, passing through the rich country of Salt River, cross 
ing the route which runs parallel with the Missouri river, on the nortn 
side, aud intersecting that on the south, at the City of Jefferson. 

These three principal routes, intersecting each other at various 
points, form a complete chain of communication to almost every por- 
tion of the State; and present great advantages to our citizens, by 
afibrding them access to the southern markets, at a season of the year 
when aU our natural channels are locked up; connecting, at the same 
time, the most distant portions of our Stkte, as well as those still more 
contiguous with the city of St. Louis, the gaeat commercial empori- 
um of our State, whose rapid growth in improvements, population, 
wealth and commerce^ bids iair, at no distant period, not only to out- 
strip any of the cities on our western waters, but to rival those of 
our Atlantic borders. 

It is highly important in the location of routes, that the points of 
commencement and termination within our own borders, should be con. 
venient to other great* works of a similar character, now in progress 
or in contemplation by other States, in order to multiply the number 
of our outlets, and create additional competition for our surplus pro- 
ductions. Should our citizens ever find it to their interest to divert 
a portion of their trade from the south to the north, a rail road, at a 
very small cost, could be constructed from St. Charles to a point on 
the Mississippi river, opposite the mouth of ihe Illinois, a distance 
not exceeding nine or ten miles, so as to connect our rail-ways with 
the contemplated canal, uniting the Illinois river with the southern 
bend ofLake Michigan, opening a direct communication by the way of 
the northern lakes and tne Erie canal to the city of New York. 

In connection with this subject, I would recommend as a prelimi- 
nary measure, and one of great importance to the ftiture interests of 
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this State, the propriety of memorializing Congress for the right of 
way for our rafi roads through the Public Lands, and for a grant of 
alternate sections of land on the route of such rail roads as may be 
established bylaw within our limits, and where such lands may have 
been otherwise disposed of, then a quantity equivalent to alternate 
sections, to be selected as nearly contiguous to the road as practica- 
ble. The General Government has heretofore granted to the States 
of Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois, large quantities of public lands for simi- 
lar purposes; a portion of those lands have been disposed of at high 
prices, and there is no doubt entertained, that the funds arising from 
their sales will eventually be sufficient to pay the whole cost of the 
several public works in aid of which they were granted. There is 
no good reason w^hy the same justice may not be extended to Mis- 
souri, and doubtless will be, if applied for. The United States would 
lose nothing by making such grant, for the establishment of rail-ways 
and the consequent improvement of the country produced thereby, 
would enhance the remainder of all the public lands within the vicin- 
ity of the road to quadruple their present value. Estimating the 
number of miles of rail roads according to the proposed routes (which 
are contemplated as only the commencement of the system) to be 
about eight hundred in a direct line, the quantity of land, should Con- 
gress consent to so much of the foregoing proposition as relates to 
those particular routes, would be eight hundred sections, or some- 
thing upwards of five hundred thousand acres, about the same quan- 
tity that was granted to Ohio for similar purposes; a quantity suffi- 
cient, if properly managed, to go very far towards refunding the 
amount that may be expended in their constmction. 

If the General Government should extend the grants of alternate 
sections of land to all rail-ways that my be established within our 
limits, (which I think it greatly to her interest to do,) lateral branches 
may then be extended from the principal stems to every county in 
the state, and as the country through which those branches would 
pass, contains a greater portion of Public Land than that through 
which the principal routes extend, we may with safety calculate 
that the average value of the land on such routes would amount to 
a sum sufficient to refund the whole cost of the work. If however, 
the proceeds arising from the sales of the lands would only be suffi- 
cient to pay the interest on the money used in their construction, 
even that itself would be "a consummation most devoutly to be wish- 
ed" and affords a strong argument in favor of taking the nece3sary 
steps with as little delay as possible towards procuring the assent of 
Congress to the object in contemplation. Application should also be 
made to Congress for a remission of the duties on all iron rails, or 
machinery which may be imported from abroad for the use of the 
rail-ways within our limits. Congress in no instance within my 
knowledge, have ever refused remitting such duties when applied 
for. 

"Vyiiether a system of internal improvements by this State be 
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adopted as an independent one, or in conjunction with individu- 
al enterprise, still the means of construction not being in our posses- 
sion, we shall be constrained to resort to a loan; other states have 
done so, and found it a profitable investment, and tliere is no good 
renson why we may not obtcin in the a.wuc way t!ie iricans necessa- 
ry, and make the in\ estuient proiitaMe to us. But tlie establishment 
of a State Bank, with the capital allowed by tlie constitution, will, 
it is thought, afford ample means, not only for commercial purposes, 
but will enable us to prosecute a system of internal improvements 
commensurate v;ith our wants. 

Education is a subject of abiding interest to the people of this 
country and demands the fostering aid of the legislature. By the 
adoption of a general and diiilisive system, by placing the means of 
education- within the reach of ail; our invaluable institutions may be 
preserved and transmitted to the remotest posterity — without it all 
is in danger of being eventually lost. The institution established by 
the patriotism, and hallowed by the blood of our fore fathers, must 
soon degenerate into anarchy, misrule and despotism. Notwith- 
standing all acknowledge the importance of education, yet but little 
has been done to advance the cause in our state. It therefore de- 
volves on you, as the representatives of the whole people, to adopt 
and put in motion such a plan as w^ill meet their necessities. In 
adopting a system, you have before you the experience of several of 
our sister states, who now have in successful operation, different sys- 
tems of common schools, which are more dependent on legislrtive 
aid than seminaries; for we have a fund, derived from the sale of the 
land acquired from the general go\ ernment, by this state, for the es- 
tablishment of a seminary, which if judiciously applied, will go very 
far towards effecting the object of the grant. 

A memorial was sometime since passed by the General Assembly, 
addressed to the Congress of the United States, praying the annexa- 
tion of all the territory lying on the north side of the Missouri river, 
and west of the present boundary of the state, and bounded on the 
north by the present northern boundary line, as established by the 
constitution, when the same is continued in a right line west to the 
Missouri river, embracing what is commonly known as the Platte 
country. It was afterwards proposed to amend the constitution, so as 
to cause the boundaries of the state to conform to this proposition, 
when the assent of congress should be obtained; and the constitution 
was accordingly so amended. 

Congress at their last session passed an act granting to Missouri 
her request, upon condition that the claim to those lands could be pro- 
cured from the Indians by the U. States The executive has not been 
oiEcially informed of the result of the efforts of the authorised agents 
of the Federal Government in relation to the extinguishment oi the 
Indian title to those lands; but from sources not to be questioned, he 
is satisfied that a treaty to that effect has been made, and that 
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the wishes of Missouri in relation to this subject, will be fiilly reali- 
zed at the approaching session of Congress. 

It will be remembered by you that an act was passed by the last 
General Assembly "to ascertain the northern and southern boundary 
line of this State," and authorised the appointment of two commis- 
sioners and one skilful surveyor to ascertain, survey and establish the 
north boundary line. In pursuance of this authority two commis- 
sioners were appointed, who have always been ready and anxious to 
discharge the duties required by law. A surveyor was also appoint- 
ed by and with the consent of the Senate, and a commission made 
out and forwarded to him. The gentleman thus appointed and com- 
missioned declined accepting. The executive then appointed and 
commissioned another gentleman, who also declined to accept. 
Congress about the period of the last appointment, or shortly there- 
after, took up the subject of the annexation of the territory above 
referred to, when the then executive considered it expedient to sus- 
pend all further efforts to have that line run, until some further ac- 
tion could be had thereon through the General Assembly. It is 
therefore recommended that the ^ct referred to, as having been pas- 
sed at the last session, be continued in force, and amended so as to 
cause the line to be run to the Missouri river, as called for in the re- 
cent amendment of the constitution, and to increase the compensa- 
tion of the surveyor, as a skilful one cannot be procured for the 
price allowed by said act. The propriety of requesting congress to 
appoint a commissioner or commissioners, to co-operate with those ap- 
pointed by this State, is respectfully submitted; and as the approach- 
mg session of congress must terminate in the first part of March 
next, it would perhaps be well that your attention should be turned 
to this subject in the early part of your present session, that it may 
be brought to the notice of Congres: at an early day. 

In relation to the southern boundary line, a surveyor was appoint- 
ed according to the provision made, and a commission forwarded to 
him, which he declined accepting. Another was then appointed 
and commissioned, who accepted the office, and entered upon the 
discharge of his duties, and who will, I presume, in due time, lay be- 
fore you the result of his labors. 

The sittings of the supreme court of our state being at four dif- 
ferent points may be considered disadvantageous to the interest of 
the community, not only in relation to the augmentation of the ex- 
pense of office rent and of transmitting the decisions of the court to 
the Attorney General, who is. by law made the reporter and is re- 
quired to reside at the seat oi government, but especially in relation 
to the opportunities afforded the court in making up their decisions. 
With the exception of St. Louis, it is believed that the court is not 
afforded an opportunity of consulting, extensively authorities bearing 
upon the particular pomts presented for their consideration. A pa- 
tient and thorough investigation of every case is of great importance. 
Under the present' arrangement, the greater portion of the time of 
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our Judges, spent in their district, is consumed in ridihg from one 
court! to another. This time expended in investigating cases, ex- 
amining authorities and perfecting their decisions, might be of im- 
mense advantage by giving a more wholesome and lucid interpreta- 
tion of the laws of the land. The constitution provides "that the 
General Assembly may at any time thereafter direct by law, that 
the ^supreme court' shall be held at one place only. The conven- 
tion seem by this provision, to have anticipated a time, when the in- 
terest and welfare of the state would be promoted by consolidating 
said court' at one particular point. 

The time seems to have arrived when various reasons urge the ex- 
pediency of adopting this measure. If the sittings of that court 
were only held at one place, and that where they would have the ad- 
vantage of a good library for reference, there certainly would be a 
greater uniformity in their decisions. No inconvenience would re- 
sult to parties, jurors, or witnesses, from this arrangement. Parties 
seldom ever do and they are never required to attend the supreme 
court. The only questions to be decided, are questions of law, and 
consequently no jury is required. The evidence is saved by bills of 
exceptions, which are transmitted to the court with the record of the 
proceedings in the case, and consequently no witnesses are summon- 
ed to attend. Our State Library has. already become respectable, 
and will in a few years, under the system adopted for its increase, 
be the largest in the State. It is therefore submitted whether it 
would not be better to concentrate the sittings of the supreme court 
at the Seat of Government, where there will be always an opportu- 
nity afforded the judges of consulting the elementary works of law 
and books of practice, together with the decisions of the federal ju- 
diciary, and of the courts of dernier resort of our sister states. By 
a resolution of the last General Assembly, it was directed that one 
set of the decisions of our supreme court should be sent to each of 
our sister states, which has been done, and Connecticut has already 
responded the courtesy by sending the decisions of her courts. The 
decisions of some other of the states had been before transmitted. — 
In the event of the states reciprocating and exchanging their decis- 
ions, our library will be exceedingly valuable (independent of the in- 
crease of standard works) under our present annual expenditure. 

Permit me to call your attention to the subject of the organization 
of the several judicial circuits. The county of St. Louis probably 
furnishes a. greater amount of criminal business than the balance of' 
the State, and a proportionate amount of civil business. The civil 
and criminal business of that county united ar^ sufficient to engross 
the whole time and attention of any one judge. It should therefore 
alone constitute a judicial circuit. The anticipated enlargement of 
our territory and the probable formation of new counties at your 
present session will doubtless require the establishment of an addi- 
tional circuit or circuits. The territory about to be attached to the 
state on the west, added to three or four of the adjoining counties, 
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would be amply sufficient in extent to fomi one circuit; but a short 
time will elapse after this country shall have become a part of the 
State, before it will be filled with people; mdcod every portion of 
our State is populating so rapidly that new counties will be continu- 
.ally demanded; hence the propriety of making the arrangement of 
the several circuits as nearly permanent as possible, so as to obviate the 
necessity of re-organizing them at every session of the general assem- 
bly. It would also be desirable that they should be so fonned as to pre- 
clude the necessity in any one of them crossing the Missouri river, 

I herewith transmit to you a memorial from the grand jury of the 
county of St. Louis: the subject of that memorial will apply with pe- 
culiar force to the judges both of the supreme and circuit courts. — 
Your attention is directed to the subject as one which calls for le- 
gislative interposition. 

The militia, has since the last session of the General Assembly, 
been re-organized, and an additional Division created, and a hope is 
now entertained, that in the course of the approaching year, full re- 
turns of the strength of each Division will be had. Your attention 
however, is called to the subject for the purpose, of examination in 
relation to the present mode of reporting the strength of each com- 
pany; and it is submitted whether it would not be better to require 
the commanding officer of each company to make the returns of the 
strength of his company, at his first annual company parade^ direct- 
fy to the commanders of the regiment, and that the commanders of 
the .regiment, should embody those returns into one, and report the 
same to the Brigadier General at an early day thereafter; making it the 
duty of the Brigadier General then to report to the Adjutant General 
at the seat of Government, and also to the Commanding General of 
his division. Such a provision in the law is necessary in order to as- 
certain the strength of the militia, it being important to our State, 
that she should receive her quota of arms from the United States, un- 
der the general apportionment made for that purpose. 

A letter from the Secretav of the Treasury of the United States 
under date of the 27th June last, inviting the attention of the Ex- 
ecutive of this State to the subject of the surplus revenue, is here- 
with communicated. "The time and manner of acting in the mat- 
ter," belong exclusively to the Legislature, as the Executive of 
of himself can do nothing in receiving or rejecting the money thus al- 
lotted to the state. According to the provisions of the act of Con- 
.gress the alternative is left with the state either to accept or reject 
the proposition. If we reject that portion of money set apart for us, 
it will then be deposited with such of the other states as may agree 
to receive it on the terms proposed. Believing that Congress at their 
approaching session will take the necessary steps to reduce the rev- 
enue to the actual wants of the government, to prevent, if possible 
in future the accumulation of so great a surplus in the treasury: 
thereby doing away any occasion hereafter of resorting to such a 
species of legislation having so baneful an infliuence on the relations 
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which ought to exist betweei^ the states and the federal govemnieikt* 
I dp not hesitate, under all the circumstances to recommend to the 
Legislature to make the necessary provisions by law, authorizing tfa€ 
treasurer of the state to receive on deposite from the authorities of 
the general government, that portion of the federal revenue whicji 
may be allotted to this state; and to empower him to receipt for the 
same; and to entet* into such obligations on the part of the state at 
the act of Congress in relation to the subject prescribes. 

Public documents on various subjects from several of our sister 
states are herewith transmitted. They will of course receive from 
you that attention, which is due to the importance of the several 
subjects and to the high sources from which they have emanated. 
The reports of five several boards of road commissioners, are also 
transmitted. 

At the last session of Congress there was an additional regiment 
of dragoons authorised to be raised for the protection of the frontier; 
which, together with- an appropriation of $14,000 for the establish- 
ment of an arsenal on the Missouri river, near our boundary line, 
will tend much to tranquilize the fears of our border citizens; and, I 
may add, that from the disposition evinced on the part of the Feder- 
al Government, ample provision will be made from time to time, to 
secure those citizens in the enjoyment of their lives and property. 
It was anticipated that, as the various tribes of Indians removed, 
were to be located adjacent to our frontier, a force and protection 
would be afforded sufficient to repel and allay any hostMities that 
might arise; and in this, our utmost expectations and wishes hate 
been, and will no doubt, be folly realized. 

A provision has also been made .by Congress for constructing a 
military road from the right bank of the Mississippi river, at some 
pomt between the mouth of the St. Peters and the mouth of the Des 
Moines, to Red river; it is provided that the road shall pass west of 
the States of Missouri and Arkansas, if the assent of the Indian tribes, 
which had not theretofore been given, and through whose territory 
the road might pass, should be first obtained; ana in the event of not 
obtaining such assent, then the road to be run east of the western 
boundanes of the States named. The advantages to be derived fit)m 
the survejring and opening such road, will be very great, particularly 
as affording a fa-cility in me transportation of troops used in the pro- 
tection of the firontier; and as it is contemplated and provided by 
the act of Congress, that military posts, at the discretion of the Pre- 
sident of the United States, shall be constructed, all communication 
necessary 1^ be kept up along the said road, may be safely calculated 
on. 

It is proper for me here to state, that by an act of Congress, the 
President of the United States was authorized to have ten thousand 
T<dunteer8 raised for the purpose of aiding, in the event of its becom- 
ing necessary, the protection of flie frontiers of the United States. 
A request was made to the Governor of this Stite to ha^ one thou- 
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sand Tolunteers (privates) raised, and to be officered according to the 
acts of Congress governing such cases. The number required have 
been partly raised, and the returns of the remainder are daily ex- 
pected. From the chivalric spirit of our citizens, no doubt is enters 
tained that a larger number, if necessary, can be at any time bad, to ' 
aid in the discharge of so important an object as the protection of 
our frontier inhabitants. • 

To show further that the arm of the Federal Government, so far 
as it can be constitutionally done, is designed to be extended to 
western interests, I will state, that an appropriation has been recent- 
ly made for the improvement of the Missouri and Mississippi rivers, 
above the mouth of the Ohio. Such indications of extending to Mis- 
souri what her interests so much require, must meet the cordial ac- 
quiesence of, and afford much satisfaction to her citizens. 

There are, however, two Subjects in relation to our federal inter- 
communication and protection, that I think require your especial at^ 
tention. One is the extension of the Cumberland Road to our seat 
of Government, and thence to our western boundary. When it is 
considered that immense sums of money flow into the federal treasu- 
ry from the sales of the public lands within our State, it seems pecu- 
liarly proper that we should ask of Congress an application of at least 
a portion of those funds, in aid of this road within our own borders. 

The other subject, to which I call your attention, is our Santa Fe 
trade. By acts of Congress in relation to reshipping goods from the 
United States, upon which a tariff has been paid, a debenture is al- 
lowed at all sea-port towns; but in relation to our traders by land to 
Santa Fe, no such drawback is allowed. I believe no^ distinction 
should exist, whether such goods are exported by land or by water. 
I therefore submit fofl: your consideration, the propriety of again me- 
morializing Congress upon the subject, and asking for the establish- 
ment of a port of entry and a custom house, at some point near our 
western boundary line, and for the allowance of the debenture on 
all foreign goods exported from the United States by land to any of 
the Mexican States or provinpes. This would be placing all of our 
citizenis upon an equal footing, which should be done by the govern- 
ment whenever it is practicable to do so. 

The public lands of the general government within our State, which 
remain undisposed of, form a subject to which it. may not be impro- 
per to invite the attention of the Legislature, inasmuch as some of 
the moat substantial reasons why the price of those lands has not 
bfeen reduced now no longer exist. The fact that the national debt 
(to the payment of which the public lands were pledged) is now dis- 
charged, and the present fiscal resources of the national treasury are 
much more than equal to the necessities of the government, and that 
they produce a surplus fund, which it is extremely difficult for Con- 
gress to dispose of oa terms which are satisfactory, authorize the ex- 
pression of the wish of the people, through their Representatives, in 
the form of a memorial to Con^^ss on the subject^ m behalf of the 
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actual settlers of the country. The true wealth and strength of a 
country consists in the number of the industrious cultivators of its 
soil; they are the main support of the Government in time of peace, 
and its defenders in war, on whom alone we can with safety depend 
for the preservation of those inestimable rights and privileges which 
we now enjoy, and which Were purchased at the expense of the best 
blood of the Revolution. It is to this class of our citizens, the actual 
settlers, the hardy yeomanary of the land, that the fostering hand of 
Government should be extended; the public lands should be disposed 
of to them on the easiest terms; permanent pre-emption rights snould 
be granted, and every facility afforded of procuring homes for diem- 
selves and families. I therefore recommend that the Legislature me- 
morialize Congress on the subject, and request from the General Go- 
vernment such a course in the premises as her financial relations ap- 
pear to authorize, and the interest of the people of this State impe* 
riously require. 

Having now placed before you, in conformity with my duty, the 
several subjects which I have considered necessary and proper to- 
wards advancing the general good, permit me, in conclusion, to in- 
dulge the hope, that the errors, if any I may have committed in the 
discharge of this important trust, will not be. attributed to a want of 
zeal, on my part, for the promotion of the public interest. I sincerely 
trust that you may eminently succeed in all your endeavors to ad- 
vance the moral, intellectual, and physical condition of the people, 
aud that your labors may redound to their permanent benefit. That 
such may be the result, let us supplicate the aid of that Being, whose 
Almighty power controls and governs the Universe.

It becomes my duty to place before you a brief outline of those 
principles by which I shall be guided in the discharge of the highly 
responsible trust, which the partiality of my fellow-citizens has as- 
signed to me. In performing this customary duty, allow me to ten- 
der to you and our common constituents, my unfeigned acknowledg- 
ments for the distinguished honor they have been pleased to confer 
on me. Be assured, that no exertions sliall be spared, on my part, 
to make the best return in my power, for this gratifying mark of their 
confidence, by a zealous and diligent devotion to such duties as are 
constitutionally assigned to the Executive. 

To maintain a just economy in the administration of the govern- 
ment, to promote the cause of science, and more especially the gen- 
eral diffusion of elementary knowledge, by whatever means may 
pr,operly come within the scope of legislative action, and to promote 
the improvement of our State, by, aiding her commercial facilities, 
are, in my estimation, objects of primary importance, and will, I 
doubt not, occupy a large portion of your deliberations. Our s'.ate 
is yet in her infancy; but embracing an extent of territory exceed- 
ing that of any other, with a soil of surpassing fertility and rich iu 
mineral productions — situated in a climate which, with all its vajie- 
ties, is comparatively mild and genial. Our m.arch is destined to be 
onward. iTnder a government of equal laws, which afford a like 
protection to the poor and the rich, the humble and the pow^erfuly 
our citizens will be enabled to profit by the blessings w^hich Provi- 
dence has so liberally bestowed, and will exert all their energies to 
the improvement of their moral and* physical condition. Enjoying 
these accumulated advantages, it needs only the co-operation of wise 
and judicious legislation, to ensure the rapid increase of our wealth 
ajcid prosperity. 

The laws which constitute the rule of action for every citizen, 
which regulate their contracts, and effect the various relations of so- 
ciety, have necessarily a very powerful influence in promoting or re- 
tarding the prosperity of the state. You have convened, gentlemen, 
at an interesting period of our existence. At the last session of the 
Legislature, an entire revision of our statute laws was effected, and 
vanous material alterations were made. The lapse of two years 
will, doubtless, have enabled you to bring the confirmed voice of 
public opinion on the merits of the code, and to adapt its provisions 
more completely to the wants and wishes of the people. By this 
means any errors which haste or inadvertance may have left in the 
Statute Book, can be corrected, and the valuable work of your prec^-. 
^qessors rendered more perfi^ct* 
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The subject of our currency is also one which at this time attracts 
considei-able interest. The propriety of chartering a State Bank is 
a question which has been much agitated among the people, and w-ill, 
no doubt, receive a considerable portion of yonr attention. That 
fhere is a great diversity of opinion on this sub'ect, not onlv in re- 
lation to the policy of establishing a bpnV, l)Ut rlso ij\ oni.: tl:e friends * 
of such institution in regard to tiie dctc.iis ofthc clr.-iie!' whi^'li sh«)nld 
h-e granted, is, I belirv'Wory genenilly conr:Cv!e.U !■ is, i.'oieroro. 
the more desirable t'.r : on: ijolicv on i\/? in^nortait cnos^^n n. 'v I e 
lixed and known- It is v'.nv.^ tn:it a d;. nicO ':'ypre.s.^l. n i tie public 
will should be niadt;, and with yua v.i^ rest t! ? i!.:'j':>i-.m wiiether 
Missouri will conliuue to rv^ly fur her ciii-iuiicy on surli notes as 
may be furnished by the banks of her sister stjites, or will adopt the 
banking system herself: Th:it decision, whatever it may be, whetlier 
for or against chartering a bank, will, I doubt not, be satisfactory, as 
the voice of a majority of the people. 

My own views on this subject I will not trouble you by reiterating; 
they were expressed in my circular addressed to the people of Mis- 
souri previous to the late elections, and in the message which I had 
the honor to transmit to the Legislature as acting Governor. I will 
only repeat my desire to co-operate with you in the establishment of 
a State bank. Such a one as will be strictly c^uarded airainst those 
abuses to which experience unfortunately proves all banking compa- 
nies are more or less liable. 

Connected with the subject of our currency, are the equally inter- 
esting and more important subjects of internal improvements and 
education. lam not one of those who Ijelieve that every thing can 
be effected in the attainment of either of these desirable ends by 
mere legislative enactments, apart from the powerful influence of 
public sentiment, yet I cannot but think that legislation will do 
much towards creating and accelerating the impulse, which public 
spirit and individual enterprise may enlarge and carry out to its full 
extent. 

It is believed that the time has arrived when some decisive meas- 
ures should be adopted for the commencement, at least, of such sys- 
tems for the improvement of our moral and physical condition, as 
would be consistent with our available resources. If the establish- 
ment of a bank could be made subservient to either of these objects, 
it would certainly find favor with many who would not be disposed 
to support it on other grounds. I entertain not a doubt but that this 
end may be attained, and that the State will be thereby enabled 
greatly to contribute towards the construction of such works of im- 
provement as may be thought most likelv to prove beneficial and use- 
ful. 

For the purpose of education a fund has already been provided. 
The action of the federal Government, in appropriating land for the 
use of schools in each township, and "for a seminary of learning,'* 
evidently contemplates the encouragement of both systems', whilst. 
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therefore, I am decidedly in favor of the encouragement and exten- 
sion of common schools, whereby their advantages may be rejidered 
accessible to the humblest citizen, I should disregard the intentions of 
Congress, were I to omit to recommend the adoption of measures 
for the endowment of a State University, or * in the language of the 
grant; "a seminary of learning." All rrust admit the advantages of 
such an institution within the State, where the higher branches of 
literature can be taught. It commends itself not merely from the 
consideration that the money expended in the education of our sons 
is retained within the State, but it begets and fosters in them an at- 
tachment for her institutions, which is cherished through all time and 
under all circumstances, and will form the best security for the per- 
manence of our civil and religious liberties. 

In whatever measures you may devise for the attainment of either 
of these or of other valuable ends, I will most cheerfully co-operate.

*'The undersigned, the committee selected by the Governor for 
that purpose, respectfully report that they have settled with the Aud- 
itor and Treasurer, and find that in the two fiscal years next prece- 
ding the first day of October, 1836, there was received into the 
Treasury, from all sources, including several balances unexpended, 
on the first day of October, 1834, the sum of ^242,165 05. In the 
same period there Vv^as expended the sum of §'161,887 51, leaving a 
balance in the Treasury unexpended on the first day of October, 
1836, of $80,277 54. Between the first day of October and the 
14th day of November, 1836, there was received into the Treasury 
the sum of ,§746 57 making with the above balance, the sum of 
^81,024 11. At the kist mentioned date, we found in the Treasury 
a certificate of deposite on the Agency of the Commercial Bank of

Si^TURDAY, November 26, 1836. 

The House met pursuant to adjournment.

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The convicts have been employed in removing the rubbish, level- 
ing the yard, filling up cells, white- washing walls, paving entry, and 
in making brick. ' 'The latter was the principal employment from the 
last of June to the first of October. The continual rains during the 
end of summer and the beginning of fall, and an insufficiency of hands 
rendered the brick making business much less profitable than it will 
be hereafter.

Servant hire has somewhat increased our expenditures.* About 
the time we got into successful operation, in making brick, one of tlie 
convicts scaled the walls of the Penitentiary, and attempted to effect 
his escape. He refused to be retaken until he was shot. The wound 
so disabled him, as to render him unfit for service afterwards. We 
lost his labor, and had to hire a hand in his place. 

Making brick will be the most profitable employment for the con- 
victs during the next two years. The prison yard contains a large 
quantity of dirt, which rtiust be removed; the most economical mode 
of doing this is to make it into brick. The brick made will find a 
ready market, command a good price, and afford a handsome revenue. 
A proportionate increase in the number of convicts, will render it 
necessary, during the next two years, to erect an additional number 
of cells. This will require a greatPquantity of brick; these can be 
made by the convicts within the walls. 

The brick making business could be prosecuted much more suc- 
cessfully by employing a skilful brick-mason, and conferring on him 
the powers of an overseer* With his aid and instruction, the con- 
victs may be made to erect the additional cells, that may be neces^ 
sary. The wood work could also be done by employing a single car- 
penter, and placing 'that portion of the convicts who may have some 
knowledge of that branch of business, under his direction. A skil- 
ful brick-mason can probably be obtained for six hundred dollars. 
He could make this much out of doors, and of course he would not be 
confined in>the walls of a prisan, at the same business, for a less suni» 
Under the present law, the overseer is allowed two hundred dol- 
lars per annum, and the guard each, one hundred and thirty two dol- 
lars per annum, for their services. These compensations are insuffi- 
cient. An overseer should be an intelligent man, with business hab- 
its and good moral character; such men will not confine themselves 
in the walls of a prison for two hundred dollars per year. 

The moral improvement of the convicts must depend much .upon 
the character of the overseers. 

The guards, too, should be men of good moral character and great 
firmness; such men cannot be employed for the present compensa- 
tion. Indeed it has been with difficulty that guards have been em- 
ployed at all. The overseer has frequently been conipelled to stand 
guard, sometimes for two weeks in succession. Some out of curios- 
ity, and others at the pressing request of myself^ and some to pi*o- 
cure a little cash in case of necessity, when no other means. are of- 
fered, have undertaken to stand guard for short periods of time^ hjif, 
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never for any period of coi^iderable length. The guard is continu- 
ally changing, and the Warden has no choice in the selection of one, 
but is compelled to take such as offer their services. From this 
view the necessity of increasing the compensation is manifest. An- 
other fact is important: Since the adjournment of the last session 
6f the Legislature, ajl the necessaries of life, together with labour of 
every description, have been greatly enhanced in value. The servi- 
ces of the most common labourers are worth from fourteen to fifteen 
dollars per month; of course the overseers and guard should receive 
as good, if not better wages than common labourers, unconnected 
with the prison. The principal overseer should be allowed six hun- 
dred dollars, the assistant three hundred dollars, and the guard at 
least two hundred dollars per annum, to be paid quarterly. 

Besides the cells necessary to be erected, it will be necessary to 
put up work shops of different kinds, and to erect a wing at the back 
gate of the prison, where wagons and carts enter the prison. While 
vehicles are passing and repassing, the prison gate is necessarily 
throvm open, and in such cases a few daring convicts, working in 
the yard, could overpower the guard and effect their escape. The 
erection of the wing proposed would remove this danger. It should 
be constructed with two gates, one of which should be at all times 
shut. The vehicle should pass through the outer gate into the wing: 
the outer gate should then be closed, and the inner gate opened, let-. 
ting the vehicle into the prison. 

Much time has been expended in letting visitors in and out of the 
prison. In some of the state prisons, visitors are required to pay a 
small fee; this pays the expense and trouble of attending to the gate 
and sometimes fiimishes a revenue besides. It has the effect too, to 
some extent, of keeping out idlers, and persons who have been in on 
former occasions. 

The health of the convicts has been generally good; two brought 
here unwell have improved in health. The wounds of the convict 
shot, have been cured up; but he is^ still unable to follow active em- 
]doyment, and vnll probably continue so. 

The physician has been uncommonly attentive to the prison, and 
in justice his salary should be raised also. 

This is a complete detail of the transactions of the Penitentiary, 
together with my observations, fee. up to the first day of November, 
1838. I have the honor to be.

Prom the view exhibited in the foregoing statement of the finan- 
ces of the State, the Auditor believes he risks but little in saying that 
it is only necessary to impose an ad valorem tax on merchandise, 
which is omitted in the present law, and so* to amend the law for the 
assessment of property, as to insure its valuation -at a fair arfd uni- 
form price, to relieve the State entirely of all her debts in the next 
two years. 

From the manner in which many of the clerks formerly certified 
the settlements with the collectors to this office, it is impossiible to 
make any thing like a correct estimate of the amount of revenue 
lost to the State from the omission of the tax on merchandize. In- 
stead of certifying the amount received for licences, and the amount 
upon the stock of goods separately, they only certified the gross 
amount, which renders it impossible to say what the actual loss of 
revenue to the State from this omission is. 

The returns likewise made to this office, will show the greatest in- 
equality in the valuation of taxable property. In some counties 
property, intrinsically of the same value, is rated fifty or a hundred 
per cent, higher than in other counties. The Auditor is aware of 
the difficulty of remedying this evil, but would remark, that no plan 
has suggested itself to him as more likely to succeed, than a provis* 
ion by law, making it the imperative duty of the assessor, to requiie 
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every persofx owning taxable property, to deliver a list of the same, 
upon oath, as to its value, estimated at the highest price it would sell 
for in cash. Should any person refuse to comply with the provis- 
ion of the law, let the assessor be required to value the same. A 
further provision should be added, making it the duty of the county 
court, before allowing the assessor's account, to require him to de- 
clare upon oath, that he has fully complied with the law in this res- 
pect. . 
Utiderstanding that a bill is now before the General Assembly, 
proTiciine that collectors shall receive a higher compensation than 
IS now cdlowed by \tw for collecting the revenue, the Auditor would 
barely remark, that the present commission allowed those officers, 
ieems to him entirely insufficient for the services they are required 
to perform. In perhaps a majority of the counties of this State, the 
total amount of commission at the present rate, will not exceed fifty 
dollars, for three or four months arduous and responsible duties. — 
From information entitled to full credit, it is holieved that unless a 
more liberal and equitable compensation should be allowed, it will 
be impossible, in many counties to procure persons who will under- 
take tne collection of the revenue.

*This mark shows the counties paid since 1st October, 1836. 
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The Treasurer would here remark, that the law authorising him to 
borrow the above sum of $^2,904 80, did not direct him or the Audi- 
tor to charge the state with the interest thereon. 

It will be seen by the foregoing statement, (ps. 97 and 98,) that 
th0 revenue received does not amount to the revenue expended by 
the sum of ^1824 2n, and the amount of revenue received as stated 
above is not derived from taxation alone, but is composed of escheats, 
forfeitures, and the sale of town lots in the city of Jefferson, which, 
taken together, amount to about .^3480, for the two last fiscal years, 
and consequently, that the true amount of revenue proper, should be 
estimated at ^130,709 36, in making calculations oi revenue receiv- 
ed in the two next fiscal vears. 

The undersigned has lately received from the Trersurer of the 
United States, two drafts on the Commercial Agency at St Louis, for 
the road and canal fund, due the state for sales of public lands with- 
in the State, for the 2d and 3d quarter of the present year 1836, 
amounting to 31,500 dollars, and most respectfully suggests the pro- 
priety of the legislature passing a resolution directing the Treasurer 
to deliver over to the agent of said agency, the aforesaid drafts, and 
take from him a certificate of deposit for the same, and to authorize 
said Treasurer to draw orders on said agency in favor of the counties 
respectively, for the several amounts that may be apportioned to 
each out of said amount,

The House met pursuant to adjournment. 
The Speaker laid before the House the following communication 
from the Secretary of state: 

Secretary's Oitice, 
City of Jefferson, December 2, 1836. 
To the honorable^ the House of Representatives^ 

Gentlemen — A resolution adopted by you on yesterday, request- 
ag to be furnished with all th^ information in my possession as to 
the contract with Benjamin Lawhead, for printing, the laws, private 
acts and militia laws, and how much remaisjnunpaid. Also, whether 
the contract was complied with on the part pf said Lawhead, has 
been laid before me. In reply lo which, I have the honor to lay be- 
fore you, the contract that wa? entered into by Mr. Lawhead with 
the state of Missouri, and also a detail of thp facts connected there- 
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With, as far as I am in possession of them. By the terms of the con* 
tract, you will find that a sufficient and suitable quantity of copy o 
the laws was to be furnished to said Lawhead at St. touis, by th« 
first of April then next following the date of contract. The Legis 
lature adjourned on .the 21 st day of March, and the copies of act 
included in the revised code, together with a copy of the militia kr 
were furnished to General King, the superintendent of the printinj, 
before the last of April then following. I was informed some tine 
during the Summer, or the first of the iall in 1835, by the superii- 
tendant, that the first copy furnished the printer, was on the thiid 
day of May in that year. The militia law was furnished before tie 
first of September, 1835; and I received a few copies of the revisd 
statutes about the 7th of November, in the same year; and from t^e 
4th December, the laws were delivered to those who had contracted 
for their distribution from time to time, until the entire distributim 
■was efiected and the balance of the copies were delivered to me It 
this place. 

The several works were by me specially examined as to the qum- 
tityof matter, page by page, and thfe account made out on the prt 
of Mr. Lawhead, which is herewith submitted, amounted to $8491,70. 
Of which amount there has been paid, I believe, as 1 granted a cer- 
tificate therefor, |6007,76, leaving a balance of $2483,94 referred 
to the General Assembly for authority for payment. It is proper to 
add that the amount paid was the balance remainiqg of the appropria- 
tion for printing laws and journals. 

Since I have been called upon to furnish this information, it has oc- 
curred to me that this is a proper opportunity to make known some 
facts in relation to the superintending the printmg the private and 
local acts of the last session. 

It will be found on reference to the 20th section of the **act con- 
cerning the revised statutes," that 500 copies of the private %ad lo- 
cal acts, they being the description contemplated, should be publish 
ed and distributed in the manner prescribed by an act lo provide for 
the publication of the laws and journals, and for other purposes, ap- 
proved 8lh February, 1825, except in relatidn to side notes, &c. &c. 

This last named act made it the duty of the Secretar)' of State to 
superintend the printing, &,c^ Finding % impossible to superintend 
this printing at St. Louis, where it was contracted to be done, and also, 
to discharge the duties of my office at the Seat of Government at 
the same time, I confided to my fiiend James B. Bowlin, esq., now a 
member of your body, the superintendance of that printing, as well 
as the preparing head note^, and the index to that work*. As the 
work was sheet by sheet completed, he forwarded it to me, and I 
compared those sheets with the original rolls, and made a certificate 
accordingly* It is most respectfully, submitted whether Mr. Bowlin 
should not be compensated by the state for that service rendered. ' 

By reference to the 10th section of "An act to regulate the Secre- 
tary of State," it will be found that in the case of absence firom the 
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State, sickaess, or impeachment of the Secretary of State, the Gover- 
nor shall make a pro tempore appointment, &:c. If therefore I had 
been absent at St. Louis, attending to duties Confided to me^ there, 
the Grovemor could have made no such appoiatu*ent, and the conse- 
quence would have been, that the duties to be performed by the Se- 
cretary of State at the Seat of Government would have been com- 
detely stopped, and not a writ, in an extreme case could have been 
ssued. It was therefore considered expedient, and more to the ad- 
"^ancement of the public interest that I adopted the course in re- 
ktion to the printing of those acts. 

To require of an officer impossibilities, I am sure never entered the 
nind of the Legislature, but such was the effect of the act requiring 
tie Secretary of State to be superintending at St. Louis the printing 
<f the private and local acts, whilst he was at the same time, by oth- 
er provisions of law, required to be at the Seat of Government to 
cischarge his duties there: and I. am satisfied that it could not have 
keen designed, that the burthen of expense in employing a- person to 
discharge that duty, should be borne by hini. 

The foregoing utatement in relation to the contract for printing 
&e., together with the subsequent detail of facts are submitted with 
the greatest respect.

taxation, more money from the people, than is necessary for the sup- 
port of Government; and that the revenue should be speedily reduc- 
ed to that standard; that the public lands being one of the sources 
from which this surplus revenue arises, should be reduced in price to 
the actual settlers, believing as they do, that the safest depository of 
a nations wealth is in the pockets of her people, and that it is un- 
wise, inexpedient, impolitic and unconstitutional to collect, either by 
direct or indirect taxation money from the people to hoard in the 
General Cofibrs, or for distribution to the states in their political ca- 
pacity. And believing as this General Assemblj do, that the Tariff 
should be reduced, as speedily as possible to the constitutional stan- 
dard; the actual wants of the Government. And that a wise policy 
dictates, that the contingency upon which this surplus was accumu- 
lated should be in future provided against, by a system of Legislation 
to that end.

in 1836, it was 244,208.

'" The undersigned one of the committee to which was referred, so 
much of the governor's messag'^ as relates to the acceptance by this 
state of a proportion of the surplus revenue of the Federal Govern- 
ment, as provided by an act of Congress, passed at its last session, 
asks that his views in relation to the subject bespread upon the Jour- 
nal of the House. » 

Differing with a majority of your committee, it is with extreme 
diffidence that he expresses his opinion in the shape now presented: 
yet, as he views it as involving principles sacred to the character of 
the state, he conceives it incumbent on him to express that opinion. 
Not being able to find any grant within the Federal Constitution, 
authorizing the Federal Government to make donations of her funds 
to the states individually — ^he cannot, therefore, look upon it in that 
character: and yet when the very exprtf'ssion is used, of making it a 
deposite with the states, he cannot view it hardly in any other light 
than a donation under this garb. If it is accepted by the states, it is 
an acknowledgement by each receiving it, that Congress has the 
power to divide the surplus revenue among them — ^and thus sustains 
the position that Congress has the power to frame a tariff for other 
purposes than those of the actually necessary expenses ^^ thp* gc^ 
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emment. In addition to this, it tends to sustain the idea that the 
prices of the public lands ought not to be reduced: a measure to the 
reverse of which, this state has long and anxiously pursued a differ- 
ent course. For she has time after time memorialized Congress up- 
on this subject — which conclusively proves her determined and well 
settled purpose, to effect a reduction of the price of the public lands 
and ultimately to have ceded to her all the then unsold lands within 
her sovereignty. If however, the state should receive the propor- 
tion allotted to*her, can she in good faith, under the idea of her be- 
ing a depository of those funds, use them for any purpose? Would 
she not as soon as she would attempt to use them, violate the faith 
of a depository? And if this be true, what would these funds avail 
you remaining locked up in the Treasury box of ttje state? Nothing! 
On the other hand, should you use them, what benefit would you de- 
rive from that use? The paltry sum accumulated by simple interest. 
And the undersigned considers it a matter much too small for a sov-* 
ereign state to condescend to engage in. We may in money mat- 
ters be poor, but it is hoped that we are yet too rich to be bribed by 
such paltry lucre. 

This is submitted with the most profound respect for the majority 
of the committee, as well as for this House.

SATURDAY MORNING, December 17, 1836. 

The House* n|et pursuant to adjournment. 

Mr. King from the'Select committee to which was referred the 
resolutions from the states of Maine and Ohio, in reference to an 
amendment of the Federal Constitution, so as to provide that the 
election of President and Vice President of the United States, shall 
in no event be taken from the people, reported 

That the said committee had had the same under consideration, 
and that they had given the subject embraced in the resolutions 
aforesaid, that consideration to which they are justly entitled, emena- 
ting as th^y have from two of our sister states of the Union, recom- 
mending the adoption of principles, which, if engrafted in our Fed- 
eral Constitutiion, will add one additional safeguard in the perpetua- 
tion of our happy form of Government. 

It must be apparent from the past history of the Government, that 
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some plan should be adopted, which will secure to the people so im- 

!)ortant a right of sovreignty, without any contingency. It is a 
iaict which cannot be denied, that to the people belongs the right of 
eleciing their chief magistrate. The constitution never did intend 
that by any scheme or device, their cb^ice should^ be defeated, nei- 
ther by the electors chosen by them, nor by the House of Represen- 
tatives of Congress, when under certain contingencies, the election 
devolves on that body, yet experience proves that a minority has 
and may again elect a rresident by the mode last pointed out, which 
is a perversion of the first principles of our system, that a majority 
is to govern. The great number of political aspirants to the Presi- 
dency, the diversified mterests of the candidates in the various sec- 
tions of the Union, render it almost certain, that a choice in the first 
instance wil^ not be made. In that event the (election devolves up- 
on the House of Representatives, where, if the will of the people be 
ascertained, it will rarely be consulted; and a President thus elected 
by d mmority perhaps, cannot demand th^ confidence of the people 
necessary to a successful administration of the Government. 

In recommending to the General Assembly, the adoption of the 
' resolutions herewith submitted, your committee beg leave to state 
that they have been actuated by none other than a wish to see en- 
grafted m our Federal Constitution, a provision designed in its effects 
to give an additional safeguard to our republican form of government. 
With these views your con^mittee ask leave to report the resolutions 
herewith submitted. 

We, the Senators and Representatives of the state of Missouri, in 
General Assembly convened, for the purpose of more certainly se- 
curing to the people of the United States their equal rights and priv- 
ileges, do recommend to the Legislatures of the several states, the 
adoption of the principles contained in the following resolutions. 

1st. Resolved^ By the General Assembly of the state of Missou- 
ri, that they accord with the sentiments contained in the resolutions 
from the states of Ohio and Maine, in reference to the election of 
President and Vice President of the United States. 

2d. That it is expedient to amend the constitution, of the United 
States, so as to provide a uniform mode of electing a President and 
Vice President tnroughout the several states, and to give to the peo- 
ple of the United States the privilege of voting directly for President 
and Vice President, without the intervention of electors, reserving 
to the States respectively, their due weight in relation to said elec- 
tion, as is now guaranteed to them by the constitution ol the United 
States; and the election of President and Vice President, shall in no 
case be submitted to the decision of the House of Representatives 
and Senate of the United States. 

3d. That our Senators in Congress be instructed and our repre- 
sentatives be requested, to use their exertions to procure an amend-

The committee find, on examination ofi the various proposals sub- 
mitted to them, that James H. Birch has proposed to print the laws, 
joint resolutions and journals, for a lower price than any other per- 
i^on, as exhibited in a former report. Your committee believe that 
it is of great irapertance to the people that the printing should be 
executed as early as possible, lor the reason, that there have been 
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many laws passed of a public and general nature, undor which the 
officers of the State- are required tOi^i^, and it will be impossible for 
them thus^ to act, uiSfess the Legislature wrll take the necessary steps 
' to have tfiem printed aiid placed in their Kaiaads: and the journals are 
required to be published by the constitution, for the informatiun of 
the|people; and your committ©e,«irom all the mformation in their 
possession, have come to the* (fcnclusion that it would be very un- 
certain whten Mr. Birch would-be able to do the printing, if his pro- 
pj^als were accepted, from the fact that he has neither press, type, 
or paper ready for busioess. Your leommittee believe it would be 
* unwise and impolitic in the Legislature to entej* into contract with 
any person for printing who is not prepared to do ti^ work, though 
they might give ample security for the p^ormance of the contract, 
it must be ^parent to all, from the actiojr of this and all former Le- 
gislatures on this subject, that. contractors will be released from pen- 
alties incurred, no matter how much the State ^may have been injur- 
ed. Such reliance is placed on the lenient action of the Legislature
